Judge «Says Mental 
Condition of Defend- 
ant Ruled Out Death 
Penalty. | 


James G. Palmer today was 
sehtenced to a term of 180 years 
in an Illinois penitentiary for 


the murder of Mrs. Hazel Riley, 
Wood River waitress, in a holdup 
last Sept. 16. He pleaded guilty 
at Edwardsville last Monday and 
sentence was deferred until 
today. 
In pronouncing sentence, Cir- 
cuit Judge James A. Monroe Jr. 
said that while the defendant 
had been described as legally 
sane, “his mental condition was 
such as to rule out the death 
penalty.” The opinion reviewed 
Palmer’s Army service and two 
other killings he has admitted. 
Palmer, 21 years old, would 
have to serve a minimum of 60 
years before he became eligible 
for parole under the 180-year 
sentence. The place of confine- 
ment was not announced, but it 
‘was expected that he will be 
en to Menard Penitentiary at 
ester. 
 -The defendant heard the sen- 
tence without show of emotion. 
Later he told his court-appointed 
attorney, former State’s Attor- 
ney Austin Lewis, that he was 
relieved at escaping the death 
penalty. His mother was in 
court. 
Judge Monroe’s opinion pointed 
out that the killings were not 
premeditated and that Palmer 
was not acquainted with his vic- 
tims.

Would Be Obligated. 

‘Dessau would certainly owe 
his appointment to Dr. Rainey, 
who publicly admits he intends 
to seek favors for friends. Dr. 
Rainey assures us they are ‘well- 
qualified’ friends, but nonethe- 
less, this is patronage. 

“I will pledge myself to work 
for the appointment of a building 
commissioner who will be the 
best qualified man for the job, 
and who will be free from any 
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President authority to reduce 
the quota for any foreign coun- 
try except the Philippines, when- 
ever he finds this necessary “‘in 
order to protect the national in- 
terest.”

Assistant Secretary of State 
Roy R. Rubottom Jr. had two 
private meetings here and in 
New York with American busi- 
ness leaders on the Cuban Gov- 
ernment’s moves toward expro- 
priation of American property 
and the anti-American policies of 
the Bank of Cuba. 

For the time being, it is under- 
stood that the Administration’s 
policy is to aveid any sudden re- 
taliatory action, but several pol- 
icy changes are under discussion. 

Among these are: 

To seek the influence of the 
other Latin American nations 
in an effort to halt the drift 
of Castro’s anti-American and 
pro-Soviet policies or, failing 
in this, to isolate him in the 
hemisphere. 

To redraft the United States 
sugar act in such a way as to 
give the United States negoti- 
ators power to reduce or 
eliminate the United States 
subsidies for Cuban sugar. 
These amount to more than 
$100,000,000 a year.

TOKYO PIRATES OFF 
GOLD STANDARD, 
WANT SCRAP IRON 


TOKYO, Feb. 18 (AP)—Pirates 
are prowling in Tokyo bay, for 
scrap metal, -not gold. They 
seize barges and sometimes 
board small foreign freighters, 
Superintendent Yoshiro Ami of 
the bay police said yesterday. 


Ami said they have stolen 
more than 150,000 tons of scrap 
in recent months. Ami and his 
300 men catch many but others 
strike swiftly and escape. 


Bay police say the pirates use 
fast motor launches, and follow 
newspaper reports of freighter 
arrivals. When a string of 
barges loaded with scrap from a 
freighter starts across the 20- 
mile wide bay for the steel mill 
wharves a pirate cruiser slips 
up and cuts the last barge adrift. 


The pirates notify the tug 
skipper and when the tug drops 
the towline to chase the drifting 
barge the pirates pick it up and 
race away with the other barges.

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To Answer a Doubt

Mr. Dessau is now Acting Building Com- 


missioner. He is the first occupant of that 
post in more than a decade who has made a 
real effort to hire and fire for his 1100-em- 
ploye department on the basis of need, ‘not 
politics. He is filling out the term of George 
H. Fletcher, who was found guilty of gross 
misconduct in connection with the hiring of 
unnecessary employes for spoils purposes and 
removed from office in December 1958. 
Fletcher earlier had been elected to the Build- 
ing post when a group of School Board poli- 
ticians, not including Mr. Bruns, decided to 
drop V. Harry Rhodes after two controversial 
terms. 

The Fletcher term that Mr. Dessau now is 
filling expires in June. There is an under- 
standable fear on the part of many friends 
of the schools that the Board’s politically- 
motivated majority, which does include Mr. 
Bruns, will get rid of Mr. Dessau at that time. 
If the Board would pledge itself now to elect 
Mr. Dessau in June that fear would vanish. 
On his record, Mr. Dessau could be expected 
to administer the Building Department on 
sound business principles. 

With respect to the two bond issue pro- 
posals that will be on the ballot March 22, 
there is in our judgment no question that 
the needs of the school system are very real 
indeed. The $24,297,000 proposal is for the 
new and modernized school plant that the 
system must have; it was put together by 


‘ professional school men, not politicians. The 


$5,238,000 proposal is designed to provide 
fire-safety devices in all the schools, not 
merely the newer ones; it was drafted largely 
on recommendations made by the St. Louis 
Fire Department, not by School Board poli- 
ticians. 

The $1.77 tax levy deserves serious study. 
In the next few weeks the voters will have 
an opportunity to examine the Board’s case 
for the higher rate, and to assess it. One thing 
is clear: 22 cents of the 26-cent rise is ¢ar- 
marked for the Instruction department, large- 
ly to pay competitive salaries to teachers and 
to hire necessary new ones. Teachers are 
selected and retained in the school system on 
the basis of merit, not politics. 

Nevertheless, a haunting and legitimate 
doubt bothers many citizens. Even if most 
of the tax increase would go to the Instruc- 
tion department, as it should, how certain 
can the citizen be that the taxes he is al- 
ready paying are not being wasted by spoils- 
manship in the Building department? The 
Board can best answer this doubt by pledging 
to re-elect Mr. Dessau. St. Louis will approach 
the tax election in a far more receptive mood 
if that is done than if it is not done. 


Missouri’s Hard Sell 


Legislators and members of the State Re- 
sources and Development Division are plan- 
ning trips to other sections of the nation to 
invite. wood pulp and paper industries .to 
settle here. Wood is the natural resource of 
a wide section of this state and already is a 
valuable product, but the timber industry 
needs development and public support. 

Beyond that, it also’ needs more support 
from the Legislature itself. The first thing 
the legislators could do to assure better tim- 
ber development is to protect the timber by 
abolishing the open range law. Under this 
anomaly livestock is allowed to graze on any- 
body’s property through much of the Ozarks, 
and destructive fire-setting based on mistaken 
ideas of improving grazing is common. 

We applaud the legislators who are trying 
to bring a larger timber industry to Missouri, 
but hope that they also will gather courage 
to safeguard the timber against the open 
range. 


Four Years in the House? 


“T think Congressmen ought to be elected 
for four , at the same time that the Presi- 
dent is.” So said President Eisenhower at a 
recent press conference. And his opinion is 
in line with a Ford Foundation study which 
suggests four-year terms for Representatives 
and eight-year terms for Senators. 

Had this been the rule in the past, it would 
have given more than one Administration 
greater continuity and greater influegce on 
Capitol Hill. While a President generally, if 
hot always, has a majority of his own party 
in control of Congress at the outset of his 
term, this majority as a rule is reduced after 
the mid-term: elections, and sometimes the 
opposition party gains control. The President 
knows this from personal experience. And 
other Présidents—Woodrow Wilson, for exam- 
ple—had a harder time than he. 

This constitutional change has been advo- 
cated before now, chiefly because the two- 
year term forces a Representative to be “al- 
ways running for re-election.” He needs so 
much time to keep his political fences in good 
repair at home that he is hard put to give 
adequate attention to broader issues. 

There is no problem for those Representa- 
tives—many of them from the South—who 
can count on almost automatic re-election. 
These men pile up seniority enough to gain 
important committee chairmanships nd, 
through them, a disproportionate influence in 
the House. The outstanding example prob- 
ably is Representative Howard Smith of Vir- 
ginia, an old-line Democrat often out of sym- 
pathy with the majority. As chairman of the 
powerful Rules Committee, he can. make it 
extremely difficult to get a bill to the floor 
for debate and a vote. Outstanding Northern 
Representatives, on the other hand, may come 
from closely contested districts, and thus rare- 
ly achieve comparable authority. |

MATS Must Not Be Crippled 


The Pentagon proposal for shifting more 
military business to the commercial airlines 
should not be attempted if it will reduce the 
effectiveness of »the Military Air Transport 
Service. If either the size or the efficiency 
of MATS suffers, the defenses of this nation 
will be seriously impaired. 

MATS has the mission of providing airlift 
service to any part of the world. It must be 
ready to move thousands of troops, big mis- 
siles, conventional weapons and all kinds of 
bulk supplies: As a House Armed Services 
subcommitee reported last year: “While the 
supply line has always been essential in 
battle, MATS is probably more important to 
our defense today than any individual sup- 
port component has been through history.” 

The very limited Lebanon crisis of 1958 


showed that we lacked sufficient airlift. It. 
also showed that in such a crisis we could’ 


not depend on the commercial airlines which 
then were too busy carrying tourists to bid 
on military transportation. 

Yet MATS has long been under the attack 
of a small group of airlines which assert that 
this packhorse of the services operates: com- 
petitively against them. These lines, which 


last year obtained $85,000,000 in military con- — 


tracts by carrying cargo and passengers that 
MATS could not handle, hope to obtain an 
additional $100,000,000 in business under the 
Pentagon proposal. They hope to see MATS 
reduced to carrying what is known as the 
hard core of military traffic — mostly freight 
that is too bulky or dangerous for commercial 
lines. 

But if MATS does not have freight and 
passengers to carry its planes will either fly 
empty or sit idle. If they fly empty, the tax- 
payer is paying for something he should not 
have to pay for. If the planes sit idle, the 
crews, mechanics and other ground personnel 
are not receiving training. 

It is not possible to put such planes in 
mothballs and have them ready when an 
emergency occurs. To be effective, the men 
and the planes must be used. 

The seven-man Reed committee, which Sec- 
retary of the Air Force Dudley Sharp has 
appointed to formulate a program for carry- 
ing out the Pentagon recommendation, has a 
heavy responsibility. It is to be hoped that 
the committee will not let commercial inter- 
ests harm MATS. Any reduction in the effec- 
tiveness of MATS is sure to limit the respon- 
siveness of our emergency striking forces. 


Direct Action on Voting 


Senator Hennings’s new voting rights bill 
includes sections from both the Administra- 
tion and Civil Rights Commission measures, 
and raises two questions: | 

Why is it advisable to require Justice De- 
partment injunction suits rather than immedi- 
ate presidential appointment of registrars in 
places where the right to vote is denied? 

Why, on the other hand, is it better to 
authorize eventual use of presidential regis- 
trars rather than court-appeinted referees? 

On the first question, the Civil Rights 
Commission adyocated that the President 


- name registrars after the commission itself 


found a denial of voting rights existed. This 
is a purely ad tive procedure, legally 
and inevitably subject to challenge in the 
courts. ; : 
Senator Hennings therefore de cided to 
bring the issue directly to the courts to avoid 
unnecessary delays, This much of the pro- 
cedure is already permitted under the 1957 
Civil Rights Act, which authorizes the Gov- 
ernment to ask for injunctions against offi- 
cials rejecting voters’ rights. 3 
On the second question, the Administration 
proposed that after a federal judge investi- 
gated a voting case, he would appoint a ref- 
eree who would make his own investigation 
and report back to the judge. Then the judge 
could restrain interference with voting, while 
the referee would inspect the voting for pos- 
sible cases of contempt’of the court order. 
Here the Missouri Senator intends to cut 
through duplicatory procedure and to assure 
the right to vote as quickly as possible. He 
would require the President to name regis- 
trars once a court had made its findings, and 
these registrars would be empowered to ad- 
mit qualified voters directly to the polls, sub- 
ject to challenge after the votes were cast. 
Delay and unreasonable legal entangle- 
ments are the common weapons employed 
against the constitutional right of the ballot. 
The Hennings bill calls for swifter and sound- 
er legal measures to assure that right than 
either of the other measures. 


Can States Use Wiretaps? 


The United States Supreme Court has held — 


that evidence obtained by wiretaps may not 
be introduced in a federal court, and there 
are those who contend that all wiretaps are 
illegal under federal law even though this 
has not been affirmed by the high court. New 
York law, on the other hand, sanctions wire- 
taps by police, and its courts admit wiretap 
evidence. : 
The supremacy of federal’ over state la 
in this matter now seems headed toward a 
test. The United States Court of Appeals in 
New York ordered a stay in the introduction 
of wiretap evidence in a state cri trial. 


Judge Harold R. Medina and Judge Sh R.

A Britich View of Nixon 


With His ‘Political Suppleness,’ He Is in Strong Position for 1960 Race

WASHINGTON. 
The American political game has be- 
come largely a waiting game—waiting 
for Richard Nixon to trip up along his 
stubborn, hard-working, ruthless way 
to the presidency. 


Three questions spring from this situ- 
ation. Can Mr. Nixon trip up and lose 
the Republican nomination? If he wins 
the nomination, can he trip up and 
lose the election? And if he does not 

trip up and wins, 
what sort of Presi- 


; dent will he be?

power elite, the big and enlightened 
tycoons who have been forcing more 
or less ‘progressive candidates on the 
Republican party professionals for the 
last 20 years, do not consider they. have 
to oppose Mr. Nixon as a dangerously 
right-wing man, even though he is, un- 
doubtedly, the darling of the right wing. 


But the Republican party is clearly 
the minority party. It can win only 
with candidates of national appeal — 
candidates who can attract independ- 
ent and Democratic votes. There are 
at present very many independents 
who do not identify themselves strong- 
ly with liberal or conservative. 


This is an odd but powerful segment 
of the electorate. It comprises people 
who are climbing in the social scale, 
who are concerned with being thought 
respectable, and who are consequently 
non-militant. They like the Eisenhower 
reassurances. On the other hand, this 
important segment of the electorate is 
clearly to the left of the Republican 
party on very many issues. The inde- 
pendents expect many more public 
services than the right wing wants. 
If the Democrats succeed in their at- 
tacks and corner Mr. Nixon into clear- 
ly defending the right-wing aspects of 
the Eisenhower policies, if Mr. Nixon 


‘Roll, You ‘Chariots, Roll!” 


It was the chaplain of the United 
States Senate, no doubt moved by the 


» solemnity of the occasion, who charac- 


terized the new cars that will run in 
the new subway between the Capitol 


and the Senate Office Building as 


“swift chariots of democracy.” So 
fanciful an image had probably never 


‘oceurred.to most Washington tourists 


can be identified in the public’s mind 
with the right wing, then the cry will 
go up that he cannot attract enough 
independent and Democratic votes. 

That would be a moment for New 
York’s Gov. Nelson A. Rockefeller, 
who has proved he can win independ- 
ent and Democratic votes, to step in. 

It is true that Mr. Rockefeller has 
publicly renounced presidential ambi- 
tion, but his political machine was not 
disbanded when he withdrew from the 
Republican race. It could launch a 
“draft Rockefeller” movement. 

At the present time, however, this 
appears unlikely. Mr. Nixon has found 
a formula for simultaneously defending 
Eisenhower policies and for promising 
to reverse these policies. The policies 
are wonderful, Mr. Nixon says, as a 
base on which to build “‘and I will 
build upon them.” What he promises 
to build seems more than most Demo- 
crats offer. So at this stage he seems 
a good bet to win the Republican nomi- 
nation without tripping. 


Hard-Working and Informal 


If he wins it, he has a good chance 
of winning thé election too. He is bet- 
ter known than any of his potential 
Democratic opponents. He is far ahead 
of them in the polls. 

It is fashionable to say that Mr. 
Nixon's greatest danger lies in a wors- 
ening of international tensions. Cur- , 
rently the Vice President is profiting 
greatly by all the summitry. He has 
the peace issue on his side. On the 
other hand, should. Premier Khrush- 
chev get unpleasant, one may be.sure 
that the films of his arguments with 
Mr. Nixon in Moscow last summer 
will be trotted out and shown on every 
television screen. There, for all to see, 
will be Dick standing up to Nikita, and 
the lesson will be obvious: elect a man 
who can talk back to the Russians. 

If he wins, Mr. Nixon will certainly 
be an obsessively hard-working and 
well-informed President. That will be 
an obvious way in which he will differ 
from the lackadaisical Eisenhower. 

The next thing that will become ap- 
parent will be Mr. Nixon's competi- 
tiveness. He is firmly determined that

Psychiatry cannot’ come to 
grips with man if it neglects his 
spiritual side and regards him 
merely as a “‘bundle of drives,” 
Dr. Viktor E. Frankl, professor 
of neurology and psychiatry at 
the University of Vienna, Aus- 
tria, said here today. 

“I would venture to say the 
spiritual dimension is what 
makes man a human being,” Dr, 
Frankl, founder of a school of 
psychiatry called ‘‘Logothera- 
py,” said in an interview at 
Washington University. 

The school of Dr. Frank, who 
is touring the United States un- 
der auspices of the Religion in 
Education Foundation, a non- 
denominational group, has been 
described as based on the indi- 
vidual’s ned for a meaning in 
life.

Arrival 
Of Nixon 


Delayed: 
Race Off 


SQUAW VALLEY, Calif., Feb. 
18 (UPI) — A _ swirling snow- 
storm added to the woes of the 
Winter Olympic Games today. 


Traffic rid cs and the 
storm dela be arrival of 
Vice President Richard Nixon, 
who was scheduled to open the 
VIII Olympiad officially at 1:30 
p-m. (3:30 p.m. St. Louis time). 


Nixon had planned to take a 
helicopter from Reno to Squaw 
Valley, but had to change’ his 
plans because of the snow. He 
was to take an automobile for 
the 45-mile trip and was not ex- 
pected to arrive until after noon 
—missing the dedication of the 
Blyth Arena. 

The men’s downhill ski race, 
originally ‘scheduled for tomor- 
row, was postponed until Feb. 
22 because the snowfall made it 
impossible to prepare the high 
speed, two-mile course in time 
for the 10° a.m, start originally 
set. With the . postponement, 
the schedule for the opening day 
of competitions leaves the men’s 
30-kilometer cross country race, 
pairs figure skating and hockey. 

The snow started falling at 4 
a.m., and was getting heavier 
six hours later when more than 
seven inches had fallen.

It 
started at the end, really, with the FBI clustering like 
grapes around the Biograph Theater where they were later 
to mow down Dillinger, and then flashed back to his bloody 
year of bank robbery. 


The education of Dillinger in prison under Harry | 
Pierpont, the marvelously planned and executed rob- 
bery of banks, the meticulous casing of the banks, 
the rather casual killing of cops and a sheriff all 
held one spellbound, dramatically speaking. But also 
it bothered me a little. A good short course in bank 
robbery, I kept thinking, though I suppose it could 

, also be called a good short course in the prevention 
»  @f bank robbery, too. 


But you can’t escape the feeling that this is the glorifi- 
nfation of gangsterism, even though this is a very honest 
-@ocumentary. The bad guys get it in the end—but for 
tan hour they have led a pretty glorious and adventurous 
‘life. With all the movies arotind, I can’t help feeling that 
«hero worship of hoodlums is being used to turn a pretty 
siprofit for some not very scrupulous film makers and I hate 
‘to see TV get mixed up in this sort of thing. 

This particular show was to have been the first of a 
“geries called “The Lawbreakers” which somehow got side- 
tracked. It was very well directed and produced and cast, 

and had great flavor and authenticity, Ralph Meeker 
pisyed Dillinger with quiet authority. 


» ANOTHER WEEKEND SPECIAL, which I found utterly 
} delightful, was “The Devil and Daniel Webster” with Edward 
G. Robinson and David Wayne. This was Stephen Vincent 
'Benet’s dramatization of an old New Hampshire legend about 
how Daniel Webster won a farmer’s soul from the Devil 
in a nocturnal court of law. The farmer had sold his soul 
to the Devil in a moment of helpless exasperation with the 
Lord.

Wayne was a very gracious, charming, thoroughly 
Yankee Devil, whose glee at leading a mortal astray 
was a delight to behold. Robinson was the véry 
image of the great New England spellbinder, who 
undertakes at the risk of his own soul a legal defense 
against hopeless odds, The play abounds in delicious 
irony and fine flourishes of speech, which alone made 
the drama worth watching. It’s not often that we 
hear the language spoken with any style and gusto 
and proper appreciation on television, It was fresh, 
different and grown-up drama. 


THE, OTHER LITTLE GOODIE—for us New Yorkers any- 

way—was a three-hour seminar on the David Susskind show of 
comedy writers. Scratch a gag writer, I’ve always said, 
and you'll find a frustrated comedian and sometimes a 
very good one. Susskind got together six of the best 
comedy writers in the business—Mel Brooks, Mel Tonkin,

Technicians Say When Hé Calls Somebody ‘Pal’ Irs 
Kiss of Death—He Rates People: as For or Against Him

NEW YORK, Feb. 18. 

CONTROL ROOM technicians, 
who often understand a televi- 
sion performer better than his 
wife or psychiatrist do, recently 
made an observation about Jack 
Paar. They told the star and he 
in turn told the audience. 


The backstage people had con- 
cluded that whenever Paar calls 
Someone “pal” it indicates that 
the “pal” is in for a hard time. 
Paar, who shares his secrets 
with his more than 5,500,000 
viewers more often than he does 
with the National Broadcasting 
Co., seemed bemused but not 
hostile to the idea. 


This was before Paar took his 
now-famous “walk’”’ last Thurs- 
day, quitting his nighttime TV 
show in a huff because NBC had 
cut him off the air for five 
minutes the night before while 
he was telling a story that the 
network considered to be in bad 
taste. 


Now Paar has agreed to re- 
turn to the show on March 7, 
after a three-week vacation, but 
discussion of the pros and cons 
of his action continues. 


Whether or not the “pal” en- 
dearment is a kiss of death— 
there are some who say it means 
nothing—it does offer a cue to 
Paar’s views toward his life 
and his career. 


Associates have observed that 
he divides humanity into two 
classes, those who are for him 
and those who are against him. 
He himself tries to keep an open 
mind on everything and every- 
one. Honesty’ is his avowed 
watchword and he repeats con- 
Stantly the need: to be truthful 
and frank. . 

People who have worked with 
him agree that he is not 
*“‘phony,”’ that he never conceals 
his emotions. They also add 
that he is not an easy man to 
work with. A visit to “The Jack 
Paar Show” before showtime 
bears this out. Paar is a study 
in gloom as, worried and up- 
set, he prepares for the pro- 
gram. One visitor said, ‘He 
looks like a man who’s ill.” 

Inexplicably, all this drops away 
miraculously as the lights flash 
“On the Air.” He exudes a 
friendly charm and a good hu- 
mored insouciance, 

His own contribution, except 
for spectacular flashes such as 
his recent walkout, is to estab- 
lish the free and easy atmosphere 
in which the guests feel free to 
talk about almost anything that 
enters their minds. As _ such, 
“The Jack Paar Show” defies 
classification as variety, comedy 
or discussion program. It fits all 
categories in rambunctidus fash- 
ion. 


The star’s role is frequently 
that of a catalyst. The conversa- 
tion revolves around him but not 
always from him. Comments by 
his guests, as well as by himself, 
have embroiled him in feuds with 
newspaper people. Recently he 
has taken a good deal of time on 
the show to belabor the press, 
on the whole and in particular, 
for lapses that equaled, in his

opinion, those for which the 
press criticized television. 

Paar took over the late eve- 
ning spot on NBC in July, 1957, 
The show that preceded him was 
a melancholy flop, and there was 
much talk of NBC going over to 
showing feature films, a pros- 
perous, relatively cheap proce- 
dure that has found favor among 


ited with saving live television— 
nights at ledst. The fact that re- 
cently it has taken to tape has 
not destroyed its spontaneity, as 
viewers who saw him ‘leave will 
appreciate. 

Oddly, the late-hour series was 
his first solid show-business suc- 
cess. The performer was born 
42 years ago in Canton, O. He 
stammered when he was young 
and, after reading about Demos- 
thenes who cured himself by 
speaking with pebbles in his 
mouth, tried buttons and found 
it helped. 

He started in radio at the age 
of 16 in Jackson, Mich. He was 
accosted for a man-in-the-street 
interview about the Michigan 
penal system. Unhampered by 
facts and uninhibited by expos- 
ure, he spoke authoritatively 
and effectively enough to be 
hired for $3.4 week as an office 
boy at the station. 

After a few months he became 
an announcer with @ raise to $12 
a week. From Jackson he drifted 
from place to place, announcing 
in Indianapolis, Youngstown, 
Pittsburgh, Cleveland and Buf- 
falo. He was fired in Cleveland, 
he recalls, for ‘‘poking fun at ex- 
ecutives’ wives who jockeyed for 
position at the annual picnic.” 

During World War Il, he 
joined the Army and entertained 
troops in the South Pacific for 
two years and his reputation as 
a comedian was recognized in 
the public prints. After the war 
he headed for Hollywood where 
he made several movies, all of 
which were undistinguished. A 
big break came in 1947, when 
Jack Benny hired him as a sum- 
mer replacement on tadio. 

However, Paar never seemed 
to click to everyone’s satisfac- 
tion. He made the rounds, noting 
that he came to be regarded as 
‘“‘a summer replacement for win- 
ter.” 

Yet he built up a coterie of 
fans who liked his caustic wit 
and off-beat repartee., His first 
show, on NBC, failed in 1952. He 
flunked out on Columbia. Broad- 
casting System in both the morn- 
ing and the afternoon. In early 
1957 he flopped on the. American 
Broadcasting Co. 

That is one reason why his 
current smashing success is a 
source of constant amusement 
and amazement to him. He is 
meticulous about retaining the 
common touch. It is reported 
that he won’t even smoke cigars 
in public because. it might make 
him look like a ‘“‘wise guy.”” And 
he delights in showing his audi-

But he also could snap "heck 
with devastating pungency, if 
miffed by a caustic question or 
comment, or attacked by news- 
paper columnists. He insistéd 
he had a right to talk back to 
the press in his own medium. 

While his outspoken habit got 
him into occasional fusses, that 
same frankness and spontaneity 
has been one of the main fares 
of his show. 

Paar is 6 feet tall, with puck- 
ish good looks, ‘I’m not sexy,” 
he ‘says. 

In his personal life, he is a 
thoroughly -domesticated crea- 
ture, shunning the night life of 
Broadway's so-called smart set.

Exhaust Fans 


ONE of the best ways to pre- 
vent condensation occurring 
during cold weather is to install 
an exhaust fan in the kitchen 
to remove the moist air. An ex- 
haust fan will also keep the 
kitchen’ cooler in summer when 
the range is in operation and 
will also keep the house free 
from cooking odors, 


The best location for the fan 
is directly over the range for 
here it can pick up the greasy 
air and odors before they have 
a chance to stain walls and ceil- 
ings. A certain amount of at- 
tention, however, should — be 
given to where the fan goes 

the outside walls for the 
incorrect location can cause 
trouble. For example, many an

I didn’t tell him, but I’vevalso 
heard from the Little Woman: 
She, too, reads recipes that call 
for various herbs, but ‘she’s 
afraid. She doesn’t know what 
herbs to use, in what, or how 
much, There’s security in good 
old .salt-and pepper. 

They’re good things to have 
around, too, but you’re never 
going to achieve anything out of 
the ordinary with them. On the 
other hand, there’s nothing to be 
afraid of in using herbs. I was 
amused recently by the story 
one of my fellow workers was 
telling me. He was interviewing 
a French singer at breakfast, 
and she ordered an Omelette aux 
Fines Herbes. It threw the res- 
taurant into a turmoil, but an 
Omelette aux Fines Herbes is 
nothing but an ordinary omelet 
with some chives and. parsley 
and stuff like that chopped up 
in it. 

“You don’t have to attend a 
French cooking school to know 
how to use herbs. All you have 
to know is what herbs to use 
with what foods, just as you al- 
ready know what to flavor with 
tomato sauce and what not to 
flavor with tomato sauce. 

As far as amount is concerned, 


. that’s to your individual taste, 


just like good old salt and pep- 
learned how much 
salt and pepper you like by trial 
and error. You learn about 
herbs the same way. 

WHAT FOLLOWS is not meant 
to be a comprehensive guide. 
That would fill a book. But it 
gives the beginner a start, and 
if he’ finds that it opens new and 
interesting fields in cooking, 
then he can get a book. 

Well concentrate on the ones 
whieh pop up most often in 
recipes, and which areri’t so rare 
you’d have to go all over town 
looking for them. For that mat-

usual spices has been growing 
so rapidly in this country in 
recent years, that stores which 
used to stick to salt, pepper, all- 
spice and sage now offer whole 
shelves of herbs and spices. 
Marjoram, to start with a 
common one, is a wild, aro- 
matic herb which originated in 
Europe and Asia. The leaves 
are used for seasoning. It is 
good in salads such as tuna, 
salmon and egg; meat ‘stuffings, 
and gravy, veal stew or hash. 
It is good in cream and Camem- 
bert cheese and in such soups 
as chicken, vegetable and 
onion; in brown and _ white 
sauces, with broiled or baked 
fish, chicken and egg dishes, in 
Frénch dressing and in the fol- 
lowing vegetables: mushrooms, 
potatoes and peas. As you can 


see, it’s a good one to have 


around. 
BASIL, another aromatic herb 
whose leaves are used, is _ good

in tomato salads, aspics and 
green salads, in hamburgers, 
stews and meatballs; in vege- 
table, pea, tomato or minestrone 
soup; in white sauce, tomato 
sauce, butter sauce; with 
shrimp, baked or broiled fish 
and seafood cocktails. It is also 
good with chicken and dump- 
lings, omelets, in salad dressing 
and with such vegetables as 
cucumbers and tomatoes, and in 
tomato juice. 

Thyme adds a touch to potato 
salad, to meats as _ follows: 


stews, pork, veal mutton; ‘to 
onion and bean soup,:to chicken 
soup and chowders; to fish 
sauces and tomato sauce, to 
baked fish, to dressings for 
chicken and turkey, and to the 
following vegetables: Carrots, 
onions, eggplant and beets. 
Even the Little Woman knows 
about sage, so far as bird stuff- 
ing is concerned. However, many 
like it in moderation with pork 
and veal roasts, sausage and 
stews; with cheddar and cottage 
cheese, with chicken soups, 
cream soups and chowders; with 
fish croquettes, roast goose, and 
in stewed tomatdes and beans. 
CHIVES, which you can grow 
on your window sill, are .excel- 
lent in many salads, such as 
potato, tuna, salmon and chick- 
en; in cottage cheese and cream 
soups; in fish sauces and cheese 
sauces, in omelets or scrambled 
eggs and in sour cream dressing. 
A pinch of rosemary does great 
things for veal, lamb, pork and 
stews; for turtle and chicken 
soups; for stuffed or stewed fish; 
for fricassed chicken, and for 
duck and capon. The only vege- 
table it does much for is beans, 
Another all-around herb is tar- 
razon, good in salads made with 
fish, eggs or chicken, in all 
roasts and with sweetbreads. It 
is good in fish soups and mush- 
room soup; in nearly all sauces, 
in lobster and baked or stuffed 
fish; in fowl roasted or stewed; 
in deviled eggs; French or Rus- 
sian salad dressings; cream 
dressings, and with anything us- 
ing mushrooms. 
Just remember, that with all 
herbs a little goes a. long way. 
Two other good items to have 
around are savory salt and aro- 
matic pepper. The first, a mix- 
ture of salts, gives a more defi- 
nite flavor to steaks and chops. 
The latter is a mixture of pep- 
pers and other spices. 
Try some of these, and then 
start exploring the field of herbs 
and spices on your own.
